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FRANK READ, JR.—AN APPRECIATION 


Rarely, indeed, is it given us to witness a life of 
such absolute service to others as was that of Frank 
Read. And few are they who can show a record 
of such unswerving devotion to the welfare of the 
deaf. From earliest childhood, through boyhood 
and college days, as teacher, superintendent, and 
friend, his life is a continuous record of forgetful- 
ness of self and thoughtfulness of others. This de- 
votion, indeed, was carried to the point of neglecting 
his own health, which undoubtedly hastened his un- 
timely end. 

Born of deaf parents, the oldest of four sons, 
Frank began at a very early age to assume the re- 
sponsibilities incident to such circumstances. His 
parents, Reverend and Mrs. Frank Read, were 
among the first graduates of the Illinois School, and 
though there was in their day no Gallaudet College, 
both Mr. and Mrs. Read were more than ordinarily 
ambitious and continued their studies after leaving 
school, Mrs. Read completing a Chautauqua course, 
and Mr. Read studying with Frank throughout the 
latter’s entire college course. The North Dakota 
Banner rightly speaks of him as his father’s ‘‘pal,’’ 
and in every way he was his right hand man. Among 
his labors of love was that of serving as assistant 
editor of the Illinois Advance, so long published at 
the Illinois Institution. The paper was for many 


years conducted as a private enterprise, some of the 
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time a losing investment, but dear to the heart of the 
father who was editor-in-chief. Mr. Read, sr., was 
also a pioneer minister to the deaf, an energetic 
versatile man, many of whose characteristics were 
inherited by Frank, jr. 

It is a peculiar coincidence that two of the super- 
intendents who have recently been called from our 
midst, Frank Read and Laurance E. Milligan, were 
born in the same town, Jacksonville, Illinois, within 
a stone’s throw of each other. Their fathers were 
for many years co-workers in the institution there, 
and the sons were graduated from the same college. 
Their life-long acquaintance with the deaf gave them 
an invaluable understanding and insight into their 
needs and their difficulties. Their going is a dis- 
tinct loss to the profession and to the deaf in 
general: a loss most keenly felt at this time, when so 
few men are taking up the work. 

Frank Read, jr., was born August 12, 1866, and 
attended public schools in Jacksonville, later enter- 
ing Lllinois College, from which he was graduated in 
1888. Soon after graduation he became a super- 
visor at the Illinois Institution, under Dr. P. G. Gil- 
lett, but in a short time joined the teaching force, 
remaining in that position until 1912 when he was 
appointed superintendent of the Oklahoma School at 
Sulphur. During the three years in which Mr. 
Read was in Oklahoma he made a record of which 
the Sulphur Democrat declared ‘‘any man might be 
proud.’’ The site of the school was changed and 
four new buildings erected, making the first really 
permanent home for the school. An additional ap- 
propriation was secured for a new dining room and 
kitchen, the sewer system was overhauled, and other 
improvements made. Mr. Read also promoted the 
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suggestion of planting a row of trees on either side 
of the street approaching the institution, and al- 
though only a few years have elapsed since this was 
done, it has already begun to give promise of a 
beautiful avenue at no very distant date. 

From Oklahoma, Mr. Read went in 1915 to Devils 
Lake, North Dakota. Here he had almost completed 
five years of service as superintendent of the school 
when claimed by death on the fourth of July last. 
In North Dakota, as in other places, Mr. Read made 
many friends and proved himself an able adminis- 
trator. Long practice had made him most proficient 
as an interpreter, a position in which he felt per- 
fectly at home. Many were the difficulties and per- 
plexities brought to him by his deaf friends for so- 
lution: legal entanglements, domestic problems, and 
other misunderstandings—and all received the same 
careful attention, the same friendly advice. 

On June 24, 1896, Mr. Read was married at Olathe, 
Kansas, to Miss M. Kate Stevenson, who with their 
only daughter, Miss Margaret Kathryn, survives 
him. Mrs. Read, having before her marriage taught 
in the Kansas, Iowa, and Illinois schools for the 
deaf, was well qualified to aid her husband in his 
work. She has ever been thoroughly in sympathy 
with his efforts. In North Dakota she served as 
matron of the school, and after Mr. Read’s death 
was in charge until relieved by the newly appointed 
superintendent, Mr. W. C. McClure. 

Mr. Read also leaves to mourn his loss his mother, 
who lives in the old home in Jacksonville with his 
brother Philip, and two other brothers, Utten and 
Elmer. Both of these are engaged in teaching the 
deaf, Utten being also, like his father, a minister. 
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The Olathe Mirror, at the time of Mr. Read’s 
death, had this to say of him: 


It is not often that a man, whose connection with the 
town has never been that of a resident, holds so warm a 
place in the hearts of its people as that held by Frank 
Read, jr., among the people of Olathe. Since his earliest 
visit here, upon the occasion of his marriage to Miss M. 
Kate Stevenson, and upon his many subsequent vacations 
spent here, he has never failed to win and hold the friend- 
ship and respect of all who knew him. 


In his early youth, Mr. Read united with the Con- 
gregational Church, with which his parents were 
affiliated. In his quiet, earnest, and above all, un- 
selfish way, he was throughout his life a follower of 
Him who said, ‘‘ By their fruits ye shall know them.’’ 
As we think of the many deaf children who have 
come under his influence, the works he has left be- 
hind, and the countless friends who have felt the 
cheer of his optimism, we can fittingly say of him 
that ‘‘being dead he yet speaketh.’’

THE FAIR CHANCE COLUMN 


Correct definition is a poor, dead thing without 
an earnest desire to have the goods correspond to 
the name stamped upon them. But when there is a 
genuine desire to ‘‘live up to the label,’’ a correct 
label is a long step toward the attainment of a 
purpose. 

The term ‘‘Oral Method’’ is a label for certain 
educational goods, indicating how they have been 
manufactured. It has been my personal observa- 
tion that there has come to be to-day, in all the 
schools for the deaf in the United States, a real and 
honest desire to do genuine oral work by the ‘‘Oral 
Method,’’ with at least a portion, if not all, of the 
pupils, and to turn out certainly a part of their 
product in such a way that ‘‘Made by the Oral 
Method’’ can be correctly stamped upon them. 

Recognizing this honest purpose on the part of 
the schools, it will be a great advance if we can 
arrive at a clear and unmistakable definition of 
what is meant by ‘‘ Made by the Oral Method.’’ 

In every school for the deaf to-day some oral work 
is done. That is, at some time during the school 
day, a portion or all of the pupils are given some 
instruction in speech and by speech. 

But this instruction may, or may not, be given by 
the Oral Method. All oral work is by no means 
done by the Oral Method. To do oral work by the 
Oral Method involves doing it in a speech atmos- 
phere, and that means that at no time during the 
school life of the deaf child is the sign language, or 
finger spelling, used by any employee of the school 
in communicating with the pupils. Unless this con- 
dition exists in the school, no oral work can be done 
in that school by the Oral Method. 
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The speech atmosphere element in the Ora! Method 
is as essential to the life of that method as oxygen 
in air is essential to the life-giving qualities of what 
we breathe. Remove oxygen from air, and the 
speech atmosphere from oral work, and both be- 
come dead things. 

There has been honest confusion in the minds of 
educators of the deaf for many years as to what is 
meant by the term ‘‘Oral Method.’’ That confusion 
is now rapidly disappearing. 

For many years the very valuable statistics gath- 
ered by the Annals have contained each year a col- 
umn ‘‘B’’ showing the number of pupils in schools 
for the deaf in the United States who were taught 
‘‘wholly, or chiefly, by the oral method.’’ Without 
any intention to deceive on the part either of those 
collecting the data or those supplying it, this column 
has, nevertheless, given an erroneous impression. 
All of the pupils included in it were undoubtedly 
taught wholly, or chiefly, orally, but thousands of 
them were not taught, either wholly or chiefly, by 
the Oral Method. 

The conveying of this misinformation was due to 
a failure to discriminate between teaching orally 
and teaching by the Oral Method. 

That this confusion is ceasing to exist in the minds 
of educators, and that we are now going to get the 
real facts concerning the number of pupils in our 
schools who are actually taught by the Oral Method, 
is shown by the quiet and unheralded appearance in 
January, 1919, in the statistics of the Annals, of a 
new column ‘‘D,’’ giving the number of pupils in 
the schools for the deaf of the United States ‘‘ with 
whom the manual alphabet and sign language are 
never used by any employee of the school.’’ 
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This column, and this column only, will show the 
number of pupils in our schools who are actually 
taught by the Oral Method, and not merely given 
some oral instruction. 

I call this ‘‘The Fair Chance Column’’ because 
in my opinion no deaf child has had a fair chance 
to acquire his maximum ability to speak and to un- 
derstand speech with whom, during his school years, 
any employee of his school has been permitted to 
communicate by means of either the sign language 
or the manual alphabet. 

I give all honor to Dr. Fay, who has had the fair- 
ness and broadmindedness to add this column ‘‘D,”’ 
the Fair Chance Column, to his valuable statistical 
table. I hope and pray that the superintendent of 
every school for the deaf in the United States will 
some day be able to put at least a part, if not all, of 
his pupils in this column of the statistics of his 
school in the January issue of the Annals each year.

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PROBLEMS RAISED BY THE SURVEY OF SCHOOLS 
FOR THE DEAF 


In a previous article, ‘‘A Mental and Educational 
Survey of Schools for the Deaf,’’ the nature of the 
tests, the general aim of the survey, and the results 
of the comparison of the standing of the different 
schools with reference to the type of pupil material 
and the amount of educational attainment, were de- 
scribed. In this article it is proposed to take up 
more specifically the use of the tests in school organ- 
ization and to bring forward a few of the problems 
definitely raised by the survey. The reader must 
be referred to the previous article for the meaning 
of the mental and educational index and the signifi- 
cance of the difference between the two. 

Figure I shows the results for one school. Every 
child in the school is represented on this chart by a 
particular dot. If this were actually to be used in 
the school, the dots could be numbered and a key 
giving each child’s name and number kept for ref- 
erence. Thus at any time any child could be located 
and a record of his educational attainment with ref- 
erence to his native ability obtained at a glance. 

The vertical column gives the mental index, that 
is, the nearer the top of the chart, the higher the 
mental index and the brighter the child. Along the 
base line are shown the educational indices. The 
nearer the child approaches the right-hand side of 
the chart, the better educational work he is doing. 

The two diagonal lines are drawn to include all 
eases having a difference of from plus ten to minus 
ten. Differences lying between these two limits are

in all probability not significant. Theoretically all 
children should fall somewhere between these two 
lines, since that shows they are accomplishing the 
amount of educational work that is to be expected of 
their mental ability. We can, therefore, see at a 
glance the mental and educational diagnosis of each 
child. 
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All children having mental indices between 80 and 
100 are called ‘‘very bright’’ and will therefore be 
found somewhere on the top row of the chart. Into 
which of the five divisions of the top row any one of 
these particular cases will fall, will depend upon 
the child’s educational rating. If this educational 
index is between 0 and 20, or ‘‘very poor,’’ he will 
be found in the first square at the upper left-hand 
corner; if the same index is between 20 and 40, or 
‘*noor,’’ he will be found in the second square, and 
so on. Obviously we should expect ‘‘very bright’’ 
children to be doing ‘‘ very good’’ educational work, 
‘*bright children to be doing ‘‘good’’ educational 
work, ‘‘normal’’ children to be doing ‘‘average’”’ 
educational work, and so on. 

Those children falling in the upper left-hand tri- 
angle are those who have much better mental ability 
than they seem to be applying to their educational 
work; that is, the difference between the mentai and 
educational indices is greater than minus ten. This 
difference means that by different teaching, im- 
proved health, better methods of study, or some 
other remedy, these children can be brought over 
into the group doing regular work. Lastly, the 
children falling in the lower right-hand triangle are 
those who are doing much better educational work 
than would ordinarily be expected of them. The 
differences between the mental and educational in- 
dices in these cases are all greater than plus ten. 

Previously, the question, Which children are drop- 
ping back and which are being pushed up? was sug- 
gested. This chart will help to answer this ques- 
tion. Let us look at Figure I. Therein is indicated 
a school of average ability doing average work on 
the whole, as evidenced by the grouping in the center 
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of the field. The mental median of this school is 
42.5 and the educational median 48. However, there 
is quite a group of children, ranging all the way 
from a few of ‘‘poor’’ mentality to the brightest 
child in the school, doing school work which is below 
their individual capacities. These cases should he 
investigated, and the cause of this educational re 
tardation removed, if possible. 

On the other hand, turning to those children who 
are doing better school work than would ordinarily 
be expected of their mentality, we find a few of very 
low mentality and the remainder of average mental 
ability. As a matter of fact, there are 37 cases in 
the upper triangle and 20 in the lower. There aro 
more cases of children who are not working up to 
their intellectual capacity than there are cases of 
children accomplishing more than is regularly ac- 
complished. This discrepancy between the two 
groups is, however, not great. The distribution of 
these two groups of accelerated and retarded chil- 
dren is interesting. All the accelerated fall below 
an index of 60, indicating children of normal or less 
than normal intelligence. Among the retarded we 
find a seattering of all degrees of intelligence. Ten 
of the 37, or 27 per cent, are actually bright or very 
bright mentally. Evidently the school is paying 
most attention to the normal or dull child and is sat- 
isfied if the bright child accomplishes merely aver- 
age educational work. 

This, then, is the general picture for the school in 
question. It is an average school. Some schools 
show a much greater amount of wastage and others 
show less. It is not a bad showing, but on the other 
hand it is obvious that there is room for improve- 
ment, and the progressive superintendent, knowing 
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the facts, should set to work to make more of the 
children than has been done so far. Since the main 
feature of the survey shows the general neglect of 
the brighter pupils, his main policy for the next 
year or so should be to stimulate this type of child 
to better work. This can be done by acceleration 
(skipping grades) and by extra coaching. 

The Coaching Teacher —With the crowded condi- 
tions of most of the schools and the full curricula, 
it is hardly fair to expect the regular teacher to ac- 
complish more than the regular assignment for the 
grade. The best way to help eliminate this waste 
is by means of a coaching teacher, whose duty it 
would be to take those children for a certain period 
each day and try to stimulate the mentally bright to 
greater effort and to go into greater detail of expla- 
nation with the mentally slow. 

It is necessary to be very careful in the selection 
of such a teacher. She must possess more than the 
ordinary requirements of the average teacher. She 
must be familiar with the whole curriculum of the 
school, at least with reference to the standard school 
subjects, and she must be able to teach well all parts 
of the subjects. In addition she must possess more 
than the average understanding of child nature, and 
she must thoroughly appreciate the value of the 
work she is doing, that is, she must look upon it as 
vital in the proper adjustment of the child to his 
work. Unless she believes in this and sees the ne- 
cessity of it, her work will be a failure. She should, 
therefore, have some understanding of psycholog- 
ical tests and measurements in order to guide her 
in her work. It goes without saying that she must 
be a good teacher, which implies that her instruction 
is enjoyed by her pupils. Indeed, the work with the 
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coaching teacher must be regarded by the pupils as 
a privilege and not as a punishment or burden. 

The coaching teacher can take children for in- 
struction individually, or in small groups of two or 
three, according to their school grade, for a period 
each day during regular school hours. The children 
should be assigned to the coaching teacher by the 
principal. When a child has made up sufficient work 
to justify his intelligence rating, he may stop the 
coaching work and recite as usual with his regular 
class or with the next higher class to which he may 
be promoted. In this way the groups reporting to 
the coaching teacher will change from time to time. 

Where such a plan has been tried in schools for 
the hearing, it has been found decidedly successful. 
It is necessary, however, to base one’s judgment for 
extra work upon the results of a mental test and 
not upon the opinion of the teacher. Serious harm 
may come to children who are already doing as 
much as their mentality warrants by trying to push 
them still faster. The coaching teacher is for those 
who are not using all their mental ability, and the 
mental test will pick out these children. 


Class Charts—From the general discussion of 
the results for the whole school it is plain that the 
next logical step is to make the data of some use to 
the individual teacher. The same form of diagram 
may be used for a particular class. Each dot now 
shows immediately the relative standing of every 
child in the room. Which children will warrant 
extra exertion on the part of the teacher? Which 
ones will prebably always be plodders? 
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Fieure II 
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Figure II shows a class in an institution. This 
group has all types of mental material in it. We 
note that 22.7 per cent (5 out of 22) of the pupils 
fall below expectation, that is, above the diagonal 
lines, and two children show plus differences of 
more than 10. There are three or four children 
who are obviously not accomplishing nearly so much ' 
as they should. The charts should serve to direct 
the teacher’s attention to such cases. In a similar 
manner every class in a school could be charted, and 
such charts ought to prove a great stimulus to the 
teachers. 
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To be of most value group tests should be given 
to the classes at the beginning of the school vear, 
and the charts promptly made out and interpreted. 
After the efforts of the teacher had been directed 
toward those students who needed help most, the 
tests should be repeated at the end of the term. 
Readjustments could be made at this time without 
undue confusion and coaching classes formed to 
eare for the pupils showing irregular attainment in 
the second testing. 

The late and irregular entry of children into 
schools for the deaf is more of a problem than in 
schools for the hearing, since the compulsory attend- 
ance laws are usually not so strictly enforced. The 
questions arise: How much has the child acquired 
before coming to school? In what grade of work 
would it be best to start him? Also, since the stand- 
ards of different schools for the deaf vary a great 
deal, a child going from one school to another must 
be tried out in several different places before he is 
fitted into the system. May not these tests help to 
solve these very problems in a quicker and more 
efficient manner than the trial and error method? 

And finally, these class charts may lead to a better 
evaluation of the work of the teacher. If any par- 
ticular teacher’s class over a number of years shows 
persistently a large number of children placed above 
the diagonal line, it would seem reasonable to con- 
clude, providing this condition has been pointed out 
to her, that she is unable to get the best work out of 
her pupils, that she is unable to appeal to them in 
the proper way; in short, that she is not “tted for 
the work she is trying to do. We must note that 
this method of evaluating her work is much fairer 
than the results of educational accomplishments 
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alone, because we are taking into account the men- 
tality of the pupils and we are not expecting her to 
obtain good results with poor pupil-material. 
Closer Grading of Classes—In one large institu- 
tion each grade was tested separately, so that we 
were able to get an accurate grade ranking for each 
child in the school. Table 1 gives the distribution 
of the children in the different grades according to 
the crude scores made on the non-language test.

Reading down the columns we see that there are 
wide ranges of scores in every grade from the third 
to the twelfth. The third grade shows scores from 
100 to 400, and the eighth grade scores from 100 to 
600, and so on through all the grades. Also, it is to 
be noticed that there are two children making scores 
between 50 and 100 on the mental test; one is in the 
fifth grade, the other in the ninth. Is the child in 
the ninth grade capable of doing grade work so far 
ahead of the other child? Again, we find children 
with scores between 150 and 200 in grades from the 
third to the eleventh. 

These great differences in mental ability in every 
grade are indicative of poor classification. Pupils 
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of such varying degrees of ability are not able to 
accomplish the same amount of educational work. 
An extra and unnecessary burden is laid upon the 
teacher in making her attempt to keep such a hetero- 
geneous group moving at a uniform rate. Let us 
try to make our grade more homogeneous in mental 
ability and thereby lighten the work of the teacher, 
increase the interest of the pupils, and promote 
efficiency all around. 

The advantage of such an arrangement can be 
examined in one school where there were 42 chil- 
dren doing fifth-grade school work. The 42 children 
were arranged in order of rank according to their 
crude scores on the mental test. The scores range 
from the lowest of 58 to the highest of 469. Since 
the average class in a school for the deaf contains 
from ten to twelve pupils, we can divide our group 
into four classes, two with ten pupils each, and two 
of eleven each. The slowest group shows a range 
of scores from 56 to 189 points. In the next group 
the scores are from 194 to 252 points. The third 
class represents scores from 267 to 341 points. The 
fourth, and best, fifth-grade class, would have scores 
ranging from 346 to 468 points. 

Since the lowest and the highest classes naturally 
show the widest range of scores and the greatest 
differences, they are less homogeneous. Therefore, 
if there is any difference in the number of pupils in 
any of the classes, the less homogeneous should be 
the smallest. By such an arrangement the lowest 
class may need two years to cover the fifth-grade 
requirement, but the highest class may cover the 
same amount of grade work in a half year. 
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Pintner made a similar distribution of a group of 
children belonging to the same grade.? There were 
29 pupils under four teachers. In no class did he 
find a homogeneous group, and in one class he found 
the brightest and the worst pupils of the entire 
group. Such lack of uniformity makes the teacher’s 
task of conducting the class work more difficult. It, 
likewise, certainly wastes the time of the bright 
pupil if he must wait before securing attention until 
the teacher has drilled the dull pupil. 

System is a thing to be used to the best interest of 
the child and not rigidly followed to the extent of 
sacrificing that interest; therefore, the methods and 
type of studies should be adapted to the ability of 
the individual child as far as possible. From a 
material point of view, the quickest and most accu- 
rate means of classifying the child should be em- 
ployed, since it costs the state eight times as much to 
educate deaf children in an institution and four 
times as much in a day-school as it does to educate 
hearing children in the public school.* The fact 
that the deaf child is more difficult to approach and 
understand, only points to the need of more methods 
of classification. 

Effect of Having Deaf and Hearing Pupils in the 
Same School.—In several schools visited, especially 
public day-schools, there were found various types 
of hearing children scattered among the deaf. In 
one or two cases the classes for the deaf were in 
reality the place where any kind of mental defective

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was deposited. This policy seems unfair for two 
reasons; first, because it lowers the standard of the 
work with the deaf and, second, because the mental 
defective takes an undue amount of attention which 
might more profitably be spent on the child who is 
lacking simply in the one sense. 

At least one school was found in which about 
fifty per cent of the student body was composed of 
hearing children. Some few children had speech 
defects and others showed no obvious reason for 
being placed in this school and classified as deaf 
children. The influence of these children in their 
association with the deaf children may be a good 
thing, just as a class of deaf children in a public 
school for the hearing has proved satisfactory in 
making them more adaptable when thrown in with 
speaking and hearing people. It would certainly be 
unfair, however, to require deaf children to main- 
tain the same standard as their hearing classmates. 

We have not included such hearing children in 
our standardization of tests for the deaf, because the 
results for these hearing children would influence the 
norms for the deaf, making them too high and thus 
automatically lowering the rating for deaf children. 
Furthermore, in the comparison of schools, the rat- 
ing of hearing children who appear in a school for 
the deaf, according to the norms for the deaf, would 
cause the median for the whole school to be higher 
in proportion to the number of hearing children in 
the given school. This is shown to a marked degree 
in the school which we have selected for discussion. 

Just fifty per cent of the tests made in this school 
were thrown out of the standardization because of 
children having too much hearing to be classified as 
deaf. The remaining fifty per cent gave a median 
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mental index of 53 for the whole school, and a me- 
dian educational index of 55, both indices being 
quite good. 

The discarded group of children, if judged ac- 
cording to the norms for the deaf, had a median 
mental index of 57 and a median educational 
index of 75. The mental index in this case is rather 
high, but the educational index is entirely out of pro- 
portion. This high educational index of 75 is, of 
course, due to the fact that we are comparing the 
rating of hearing, speaking children with norms 
based on the educational performance of deaf chil- 
dren. It is to be expected that hearing children 
would do much better on the educational tests than 
deaf children, and so this group gets a high median 
educational index. 

These same children, graded according to hearing 
standards, show medians more nearly in agreement 
with what would be expected of them. The median 
mental index is 51, while the educational index drops 
to 45. This indicates that the hearing children 
found in this public day-school for the deaf would be 
classified as having average intelligence if they had 
been tested in a school for the hearing. Similarly 
their educational performance, when compared with 
that of hearing children, drops from 75 to 45. This 
educational index of 45 shows further that they are 
not accomplishing what they should do, having a 
mental index of 51. Note, therefore, the discrep- 
ancy. If they are judged according to norms for 
the deaf, their educational achievement (75) is far 
above their mental achievement (57), and we should 
consider them as doing excellent work. Rate them, 
however, as they should be rated, namely, as hearing 
children, and we see that their educational achieve- 
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ment (45) is below their mental ability (51). By 
placing them with deaf children, we are doing them 
an injustice, inasmuch as we are not giving them 
as much educational work as they are entitled to. 

Putting the two groups together, all being graded 
according to norms for the deaf, we have a median 
mental index of 55 for the whole school and an edu- 
cational index of 66. Such indices would put the 
school among the highest ranking schools, that is, 
the children would be classed as having high aver- 
age intelligence and doing unusually fine educational 
work. This is due to the fact that the hearing chil- 
dren raised the educational index disproportion- 
ately. Without these hearing children the mental 
index of the school is 53 and the educational only 55. 
The inclusion of hearing children, rated as deaf in 
schools for the deaf, will give a false impression of 
the quality of the educational attainment of the 
group. The indices for the deaf children alone, 
namely 53 and 55, are more nearly what we would 
expect from a public day-school of this size. 

If we had graded all the children in this school 
according to the standard for the deaf, this school 
would have ranked with the five highest mentally 
and at the very top educationally. Such a rank for 
this school, where there are so many hearing chil- 
dren, would be entirely unfair to the other schools, 
where the student body is more uniformly deaf. 

The policy of including a great many hearing chil- 
dren in a school for the deaf is unquestionably a bad 
one. In the case in question, the mentality of these 
hearing children was average. The instruction, 
however, was admittedly adapted to the deaf. The 
hearing children were, therefore, suffering from a 
lack of sufficient educational stimulus as shown by 
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the test. They were being deprived of educational 
opportunities that were rightly theirs. And the 
school as a whole, posing as a school for the deaf, 
gave the impression of accomplishing a great deal 
educationally as judged by the standards of ordi- 
nary schools for the deaf. Here is evidence for 
the need of more uniform classification of schools 
for the deaf throughout the country. 


A Comparison of Orally and Manually Taught 
Pupils.—Without attempting in any way to criticise 
the oral and manual methods, surveys such as we 
have undertaken may indirectly shed more light 
upon the results being obtained by these methods. 
It will be of interest to analyze the mental caliber 
and the educational attainment of these two classes 
of pupils. 

Tables 2 and 3 give the results of the non-lan- 
guage and the educational tests, with the children 
distributed into ten groups according to the index.

In Table 2 we have the distribution of the mental 
test for the oral pupils, in the first column. The 
second column gives the percentages of the same. 
The next two columns show the actual numbers and 
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percentages for the manual pupils. The third group 
shows the number and percentage distribution of 
the pupils taught according to a combination of the 
two methods. The fourth group gives the distribu- 
tion of all pupils other than pure orals, and the final 
columns show the totals. The horizontal line at the 
bottom of the table gives the medians for the differ- 


ent groups.

Table 3 shows the same kind of distribution of the 
results on the educational test—that is, oral, man- 
ual, combined, combined plus manual, and totals. 
The median indices are found in the bottom hori- 
zontal line. 

These results seem to suggest several important 
conclusions. Let us first restrict our attention to 
the two groups of oral and manual pupils. The 
medians show that the manual group is slightly in- 
ferior in mental make-up. The percentages of man- 
ual pupils are larger than the percentages of oral 
pupils in each age of the first five divisions of the 
frequency table, number 2, and the reverse holds 
true for the five higher divisions of the table. There 
are no manual pupils at all in the highest group 
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(index above 90). The median of the manual pupils 
is 43, or eight points below the median of the oral 
pupils, which is 51. These results show, therefore, 
what practically every other mental test has shown, 
namely, that consciously or unconsciously, there is 
a discrimination against the mentally inferior deaf 
child going on in schools where both oral and man- 
ual classes are maintained. The mentally slow tend 
to be placed in the manual classes. This is the 
openly acknowledged principle in some schools. 
Our table of distribution, however, shows us that, in 
spite of this unconscious principle, a fair proportion 
of bright and average deaf children are assigned 
to manual classes. For exampie, we note that 15.1 
per cent of the manual pupils would be classed as 
above average mentally (i. e., all having indices 
above 60). That these pupils are in manual classes 
is due to several factors, such as: definite choice of 
manual instruction on the part of the child or pa- 
rents; lack of ability of teachers or superintendents 
to diagnose adequately mental ability; special, but 
as yet unrecognized, disabilities of certain children 
to learn speech and lip-reading. The last-named 
factor is not recognized by the pure oralist and is 
a mere hypothesis on our part. At any rate these 
factors, or similar ones, lead to the interesting re- 
sult that we find a fair sampling of children of all 
degrees of mentality among manual pupils with a 
greater preponderance of duller pupils. Putting 
the percentages of oral and manual into the five 
groups so that we may compare them better, we get 
the following comparison:

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This brings out clearly the almost norma! distri- 
bution of the oral and skewed grouping of the man- 
ual, showing at the same time, however, a scattering 
of bright and very bright among the man aal. 

If we now turn to the distribution on tic educa- 
tional test, we find a very similar arrangement. The 
median for the manual is 42, or nine points below 
the median for the oral. The shape of both distri- 
butions resembles the shape of the distributions for 
the mental test. A comparison of the oral and man- 
ual in the five groups shows the following distribu- 
tion for educational ability:

Again we note an almost normal grouping for the 
oral and a skewed grouping for the manual. 

We are now ready to raise the question as to 
whether each group is doing as much educationally 
as it should do, considering mental ability. Taking 
the oral pupils first, we note that the median mental 
index is 51, and the median educational index is also 
51, so that as a group they are coming up to expecta- 
tion. To see if this is also true of the distribution 
in general, we can compare the five groups on the 
two tests as follows:

There are about the same number accomplishing 
very good work as there are very bright pupils men- 
tally. There are 1.3 per cent more doing good edu- 
cational work than are diagnosed bright, so that 
the showing here is good. By comparing the per- 
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centages for the normal and average we note that 
the excess percentage in the previous column now 
shows itself in a slightly lower percentage of aver- 
age educationally as compared with mentally nor- 
mal. The next column shows identical percentages 
and the last column practically identical. To sum 
up then, we may say that oral pupils as a group ac- 
complish educationally what is to be expected of 
them. 

Turning to the manual pupils, we note that the 
median educational index is 42, or one point below 
the median mental index. The difference between 
these medians is very slight and practically negli- 
gible. Comparing the five groups on the two tests 
we have the following:

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The percentage of very bright and very good 
pupils is about the same. The percentage of good 
pupils is 3 per cent lower than that of the bright 
pupils. Evidently we see here a tendency for pupils 
bright mentally not to accomplish so much as they 
should educationally. The manual method, or the 
teacher employing it, fails in a slight degree to make 
use of all the mental ability of its bright pupils in the 
direction of standard educational knowledge. The 
excess of those who are average educationally over 
those who are mentally normal is due to the drop- 
ping down of bright pupils. The next two columns 
are interesting. The educational per cent in the 
very poor column is about 5 per cent less than in 
the mental test, and this deficiency of 5 per cent is 
taken care of in the poor column. So we must con- 
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clude that the manual teachers or methods show a 
very noticeable tendency to accomplish more educa- 
tionally with the very dull pupils than is ordinarily 
the case. 

Our general conclusions from this comparison of 
purely oral and purely manual pupils are: 


1. That each group is on the whole accomplishing what 
it ought to accomplish in the ordinary school subjects when 
presented in a written examination, taking into account the 
mental caliber of the pupils as determined by non-language 
psychological tests. 

2. That the oral method does not, therefore, lead to a bet- 
ter compreliension of the English language as written, or to 
the comprehension of history, geography, and arithmetic. 
Our results show that manually taught children of equal 
mental ability to children taught orally do just as well as the 
latter in understanding written language and in written 
responses to language when read. Our investigations do 
not touch in any sense on speech and lip-reading, but they 
would seem to imply that time spent on these subjects by 
oral pupils does not seem to have any additional effect upon 
their written language and reading ability that is not also 
gained by manual pupils by their particular methods of 
instruction. In psychological terminology we see no indica- 
tion of additional transfer from speech and lip-reading 
to reading and writing English, over and above any trans- 
fer that may exist from signing and finger-spelling to these 
subjects of instruction. 

3. There seems to be a faint indication that the manual 
method does not give enough stimulus to its brighter pupils. 
This may be the fault of the present system, because so few 
bright pupils are found among the manual pupils and, 
therefore, such as are there, may fail to find adequate in- 
tellectual stimulus. Or this condition may be due to poor 
teachers, or methods of teaching, in the manual department. 
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4. There is a perceptible indication that the manual 
method or the teacher using it produces better results edu- 
cationally with the very dullest pupils. This may be due to 
the method, whereby more time can be given to simple lan- 
guage work, because time need not be spent on speech and 
lip-reading. Or this may be due to more competent 
teachers in charge of the very dull, or to the fact that the 
manual method is more suitable for the dull pupils. 


We need not go into any detailed comparison of 
the combined group, either with the oral or manual 
groups. This combined group is largely made up 
of the students of Gallaudet College, who are using 
both oral and manual methods. The large percent- 
age of bright and very bright pupils will be noted, 
because these students are, of course, a picked group 
among the deaf in general. 

Conclusions —We have attempted in this article 
to emphasize some of the chief problems that may 
be attacked by means of mental and educationa! 
tests systematically carried out. These problems 
cover the practical means of classifying pupils in 
school, of increasing the efficiency of school work, 
and, when repeatedly carried out, of evaluating more 
accurately the work of the teacher. a 

We have also indicated that some more adequate 
evaluation of methods of instruction may ultimately 
be attained by the scientific use of such measure- 
ments. At present our results seem to point to the 
possibility that the manual method is better adapted 
to the mentally slow and dull pupils.

IS THE MALE TEACHER BECOMING AN EXTINCT 
SPECIES? 


WantTED IMMEDIATELY !—Energetic, well-educated young 
men of good character and ability, to teach the deaf.’ 


A serious situation confronts us. Generally speak- 
ing, there is going on a decided exodus of men from 
the ranks of teachers of the deaf. If there is no 
check to the rate of depletion, before long it will be 
as rare to find a man among teachers of the deaf as 
it was to find a woman in the same field a cen- 
tury ago. 

The table given below, compiled from the statis- 
tical data relating to schools for the deaf in this 
country as collected annually by Dr. Edward Allen 
Fay for the Annals, offers evidence of the gradual 
but steady decrease in the proportion of male 
teachers of the deaf. This tabular statement covers 
the period of the past fifty years, in successive five- 
vear intervals.

Fifty years ago, in 1870, out of a total of 222 in- 
structors in institutions for the deaf, 135, or 61 per 
cent, were men. To-day, out of a total of 1,935, only 
448, or 23 per cent, are males. When it is recalled

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that a great many of the men still in the profession 
are engaged in teaching trades, that is, do not bring 
intellectual and moral influence to bear in actual 
classroom contact with the pupils, this condition be- 
comes ull the more startling. The male teacher is 
rapidly approaching zero as a limit. 
The great preponderance of women as teachers of 
the deaf is suggested in more graphic form by the 
following curves. 
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This present dearth of male teachers in schools 
for the deaf can in part be ascribed to the rising tide 
of oralism within the past fifty years. A woman is 
more fully endowed with the persevering patience 
necessary in a classroom where speech and speech- 
reading are part of the curriculum. Another grea‘ 
movement that has made for so marked a decline in 
the proportion of men teachers within the past hal! 
century has been the gradual lowering of the age a‘ 
which children are admitted to our schools. Here 
again, the female teacher seems eminently in the 
right place. 

More recently, another condition has been operat- 
ing to crowd the men out of our classrooms. Th« 
abnormal situation growing out of war times, with 
the resultant economic uncertainty, has in the pass- 
ing left its imprint on schools for the deaf. Many 
of the good men in the profession have been forced 
into more lucrative lines of work. This we hope is 
only a temporary derangement, and that the much 
heralded return to ‘‘normalcy”’’ will make possible 
an adjustment whereby our schools will be in a posi- 
tion to attract and keep desirable men. 

The immediate outlook is not very encouraging. 
There seems to be no check to the downward trend 
in the proportion of male teachers of the deaf. In 
the list of instructors in our schools for this vear all 
teachers-in-training are young women. Of the eigh‘ 
graduates of the normal department of Gallaude: 
College during the past three years, not one is a man. 

Teaching the deaf is a special kind of work and 
requires intensive training. Schools that :»intain 
a normal department should make the course attrac. 
tive enough to invite young men to take up the work. 
A step in this direction has been taken by the author- 
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ities of Gallaudet College in deciding again to grant 
the Master of Arts degree to its Normal Fellows 
who satisfactorily complete their course, as well as 
an increased stipend to accompany the Fellowship. 

A campaign of personal persuasion on the part of 
teachers of the deaf may accomplish a great deal in 
inducing worthy young men to enter the profession. 
[t is true that the missionary spirit which animated 
the men of old is not abroad in our era of high- 
powered salaries in other fields of endeavor. But it 
is true that the profession of teaching the deaf has 
its own advantages. In no other kind of work, per- 
haps, is there so open an opportunity for the man 
with character, mind, and energy to reach the top.

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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The ‘‘Methods of Instruction’’ named in the preceding Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 

I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing 
are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the 
comprehension and use of written language. The degree of relative 
importance given to these three means varies in different schools; 
but it is a difference only in degree, and the end aimed at is the 
same in all. 

IT. The Manual Alphabet Method.—The manual alphabet and writ- 
ing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in the 
comprehension and use of written language. Speech and speech- 
reading are taught to all of the pupils in the school (the. Western 
New York Institution, generally known as the Rochester School) 
recorded as following this method. 

III. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in 
speech and speech-reading, as well as mental development and written 
language, is aimed at. There is a difference in different schools in 
the extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed in the early 
part of the course, and also in the prominence given to writing as an 
auxiliary to speech and speech-reading in the course of instruction; 
but they are differences only in degree, and the end aimed at is the 
same in all. In most of the Oral schools, and with some of the 
pupils in some of the Combined-System schools, as reported in the 
preceding Tabular Statement, the manual alphabet and sign language 
are never used by any employee of the school. 

IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possible extent and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried on 
chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with writing. 
The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard-of-hearing 
speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 

V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded 
as very important, but mental development and the acquisition of 
language are regarded as still more importart. It is believed that 
in some cases mental development and the acquisition of language can 
be best promoted by the Manual or the Manual Alphabet method and, 
so far as circumstances permit, such method is chosen for each pupil 
as seems best adapted for his individual case. Speech and speech- 
reading are taught where the measure of success seems likely to 
justify the labor expended, and in some of the classrooms of most 
of the Combined-System schools the Oral or the Auricular method is 
strictly followed.

Duluth Day-School.—lLast spring, motion pictures were 
taken of the work with the deaf, showing how speech was 
being taught to beginners, and also how they could learn 
to read the lips. These pictures, shown first at a local 
theater and afterward sent to Iowa, have aroused a great 
deal of interest in the school and its work. 

A ten-year-old girl, deaf from birth, is being taught to 
play the piano. She has made very creditable progress, 
keeping time perfectly and reading notes readily. 


Gallaudet College——As a definite move toward meeting 
the very urgent demand for trained teachers of the deaf, 
the Board of Directors has approved two recommendations 
by the Faculty of the College. One of these is the pro- 
posal to confer upon Normal Fellows the degree of Master 
of Arts after satisfactory completion of one year of normal 
work at the College. The other is to make a material in- 
crease in the compensation that goes with the Fellowship. 

All interested in the education of the deaf should make 
an earnest effort to recruit from among their friends such 
young men whose acquisition will be a benefit to the pro- 
fession. Dr. Percival Hall, President of the College, will 
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be pleased to have his attention called to desirable candi- 
dates for the Normal Fellowships. 


Georgia School_—The school has the largest number of 
pupils in attendance in its history. Two hundred and fif- 
teen pupils have entered since September 1. 

The principal is especially pleased by the fact that no 
teachers in the service of the school in 1918-1919 left to 
take up positions elsewhere. Miss Ruth Darnall, who had 
previously been a member of the faculty, returned. Thus 
the teaching body, with Miss Nettie McDaniel as Assistant 
Principal, is the same as heretofore. In addition, Miss 
Marie Sewell has entered the ranks as a student teacher. 
The same heads of the trades departments continue, except 
that Mr. T. A. Gordon succeeds Mr. H. 8S. Murphy as direc- 
tor of the print shop. 

A course in Bruhn Lip-Reading, under the direction of 
Miss 8S. H. Norris, is given daily to the older classes. Miss 
Norris is especially fitted for this, having had the course 
under Miss Bruhn, and supplementary work as teacher of 
deafened soldiers at Base Hospital No. 11, Cape May, N. J. 
A number of adult deaf people have visited Cave Spring 
to take lessons from teachers connected with the school who 
have had a course in Bruhn Lip-Reading. Among them is 
Miss B. F. Andrews, a distinguished botanist, whose books 
are extensively used in schools both north and south. 

This year, tone and rhythm work has been introduced 
in the lower primary grades, under the direction of Miss 
Grace Kinsley. A square piano, a drum, a guitar, whistles, 
and bells are used in this work. 

In each class where pupils possess sufficient residual 
hearing to warrant development, auricular work is being 
eonducted. This work was given special impetus by a visit 
to the school, on invitation of the Principal, by Mr. J. D. 
Wright, of New York City. 


Horace Mann School.—Miss Mabel Ellery Adams was ap- 
pointed Principal of the school November 10, 1919, to suc- 
ceed the late Ella Celynda Jordan. Miss Jennie M. Hen- 
derson was chosen to serve as Assistant Principal October 
5, 1920. 
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Kansas School.—Perhaps no other change within recent 
years has met with so universal approval as has the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Elwood A. Stevenson as Superintendent 
of the Kansas School to succeed the late Mrs. Kate Herman. 
Mr. Stevenson is especially fitted for his new work. The 
son of deaf parents, he is in cordial sympathy with every- 
thing that pertains to the welfare of the deaf. After being 
graduated from Boys’ High School, Brooklyn, N. Y., one of 
the best secondary schools in the country, he received his 
normal and collegiate training at Gallaudet College and 
the College of the City of New York, respectively. To this 
is added nine years of noteworthy service as instructor in 
the New York Institution, where Mr. Stevenson made au- 
ricular work his specialty. There is no question but that 
the Kansas School, under his direction, will soon forge to 
the front among progressive schools for the deaf. 


Kentucky School_—George Thomas Schoolfield, a distin- 
guished teacher of the deaf, died November 7, 1920, in his 
eightieth year, at Memphis, Tenn. In the Kentucky Stand- 
ard for November 11, there appeared an interesting por- 
trayal of the life work of Mr. Schoolfield, in part as follows: 

Mr. Schoolfield was born in Bracken County, Kentucky, May 4, 
1841; he attended the Indiana School for the Deaf from 1853 to 1856, 
coming to the Kentucky School in the latter year and remaining until 
1861. The next five years were spent on his father’s farm near 
Brooksville, Bracken County. In 1866 he was offered and accepted 
a position as teacher in the Kentucky School, remaining until 1918, 
when he retired to enjoy the rest he had so richly earned. In addition 
to his work as a teacher he had charge of the boys as supervisor from 
1866 to 1887. He had served under every one of this school’s super- 
intendents, if we except John R. Kerr, who was at the head of the 
boarding department for the first ten years after the school was 
established, and enjoyed the confidence and esteem of each in turn. 
One cherished wish has been denied him—that he might live to see 
his alma mater celebrate the centennial of its establishment. 

As a teacher, our friend gave the best that was in him; the welfare 
of his pupils, in and out of school, was dear to him, and he strove 
by every means in his power to promote it. He had sympathy and 
patience for the dull pupil, and for those entering after the age of 
adaptability had passed, but a hearty contempt for the slacker, and 
those who depended on wit to supply the place of effort. During the 
fifty-two years of his connection with the school hundreds of pupils 
came under his instruction, and his success as a teacher is attested by 
the many intelligent, respected deaf people who received all or part 
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of their instruction from him while here. It was not alone in the 
school room that his influence was exerted on the pupils; most of the 
time while connected with the school he was a member of the house- 
hold, and in intimate daily contact with them, and his clean, whole- 
some life was an inspiration to all. He was a gentleman of the old 
school, and better than a lesson from a textbook in Morals and 
Manners was it to observe the fine courtesy that marked his inter- 
course with those about him. Then, too, he was a religious man, a 
member of the Methodist church from early boyhood, and tried to 
lead the young people into the Christian fellowship. He was a close 
student of the Bible, and his chapel lectures will long be remembered 
by the deaf who were privileged to sit under them, for he could use 
the language of signs with a clearness and grace given to but few, 
and could bring out the beauty and tenderness in the sermons of 
the Master, or the sting in the reproof of the Prophets in a way to 
strike home to the mind and conscience of those he addressed. 

Our friend never quite said good-bye to his youth; he remained to 
the end— 

A man of cheerful yesterdays 
And confident to-morrows. 

Perhaps it was because his work was with the young, and he had 
both sympathy and understanding of them. 


Lancaster Oral Day-School.—Miss Marie P. Orr, along 
with her work as principal of the school, also occupies the 
position of Direetor of Speech Improvement in the Lan- 
easter publie schools. 


Manitoba School_—The Manitoba “cho for October 15, 
1920, in an account of the career of the late Dr. Howard J. 
MeDermid, Superintendent of the school, who was drowned 
on August 7, 1920, while on a vacation party at Fox Lake, 
Wade, Ontario, has this to say : 


Dr. MeDermid was educated in the Winnipeg public schools, in the 
Collegiate, and graduated at the Manitoba Medical College in 1907. 
After obtaining his M. D., he was for a time a surgeon at the Win- 
nipeg General Hospital, leaving to practice his profession at Russell, 
Manitoba, until he was appointed head of the Manitoba School, suc- 
ceeding his father, who died September, 1909. 

When he became superintendent, the school had an enrollment of 
83 pupils and a staff of 7 teachers, and was located at the corner of 
Portage Avenue and Sherbrooke Street. In 1913 the attendance had 
grown to 117, making it necessary to secure larger quarters. The old 
Agricultural College at Tuxedo Park was remodeled for the school 
and in the fall of 1914, the school opened there with a thorough and 
up-to-date equipment, and a larger teaching staff. In 1917 the school 
buildings, including part of the equipment, were sold to the Dominion 
government to provide hospital accommodations for returned sol-

diers. Dr. McDermid continued his work with the school quartered 
temporarily at the Agricultural College, St. Vital. During the last 
year of his superintendency the school had an enrollment of 153 
pupils and a staff of 20 teachers. 

The last two years he had been devoting a great deal of time on 
the plans for a new school. He had made a special trip to the 
United States and conferred with superintendents of a number of 
schools in order to get information that would assure a most modern 
school for the deaf. 

Mr. H. Gordon Lilley, who has been connected with the 
school since 1901 in various capacities, during the last 
eleven years as bursar, follows Dr. McDermid as Acting 
Superintendent for the period of one year. 

Leave of absence for one year has been granted Miss 
Edna 8. Dent, on account, of illness at her home, and her 
place on the staff has been taken by Mrs. C. J. Macphail. 
Leave for part of the term was also granted Miss Winnifred 
Winton, another oral teacher, and the vacancy resulting has 
been filled by a substitute, Mrs. Clara B. Partridge, who 
takes the mental class for the time being, relieving the 
teacher of that class, Miss Warner, for the oral work. 

It is hoped that this is the last year that the school will 
be in the temporary quarters at the Manitoba Agricultural 
College, as the government is calling for tenders for new 
buildings to be completed by September 15, 1921. Present 
plans call for two units only, but other buildings will be 
built as the necessity becomes urgent. 

The school has not received the usual quota of pupils 
from British Columbia this year because of the fact that 
the government of that province has commenced to take 
care of the deaf children within its borders. However, four 
of the older boys who are about to complete their course 
were permitted to return to the Manitoba School. 


Mississippi Institute-—Mr. H. L. Tracey, for a number of 
years head teacher and printer in the Louisiana School, 
has been secured to fill a similar position with this school. 
Mrs. H. L. Tracy will teach the lowest manual class. 

The best machinery that could be secured has been in- 
stalled in the shoe shop, and first-class repairing is now 
being done for the pupils at one-third less than commercial 
prices. In the meantime several of the boys are learning 
a good trade. Mr. Curtis Dawkins, who learned his trade

in the Oklahoma School, and who has had two years’ experi- 
ence in a commercial shop, is in charge of the newly 
equipped shoe-repairing department. 


Parker Practice Day-School—Four graduates from the 
eighth grade of the oral department of this school are enter- 
ing on their second year of study in the Parker High 
School, Chieago. These deaf pupils, with no special coach- 
ing, are succeeding well in classes with hearing children. 


Sault Ste. Marie Oral Day-School——Owing to inability 
to secure a teacher, the school has been closed since January 
1, 1920. 


Texas School_—In order to provide much-needed reom, 
the old gymnasium building is being converted into sehool- 
rooms. This will accommodate about seventy pupils. 


Virginia School.—A Training Class is being conducted m 
an attempt to meet the imperative need of teachers. 

The use of signs as a means of classroom instruction has 
been discontinued in the literary department. and the use 
of manual spelling substituted. 

A thoroughly trained teacher of physical education for 
the girls is giving courses in personal hygiene in addition 
to her classes in physical culture and aesthetic dancing. 

Miss Gay Trout, for many years a teacher in the school, 
has retired from teaching and is at home in Staunton, Va. 
Miss Pearl Hamlin, for nine years matron of the school, 
resigned to accept another position. The pupils of the 
school, upon her retirement, presented her with a handsome 
brooch accompanied by resolutions of affection and regret. 

New machine equipment has been installed in several of 
the industral departments, including a new No. 8 linotype, 
with an old No. 1 machine for practice, in the printing 
shop, and a No. 20 Goodyear shoe repairing machine in the 
shoe shop. 

A dental office has been equipped in the school and a den- 
tist added to the staff. A graduate nurse, with hospital, 
public health, and overseas experience, has been put in 
charge of the infirmary. Systematic physical examinations 
are in progress, and a card catalogue of the health record 
of all pupils in the school is being installed. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


The Study of Speech an Aid to Invention.—That the 
study of speech and the speech organs proved of value to 
our allies during the World War is indicated by a press 
report from Paris, published in the Washington Herald, 
December 5, 1920. Abbe Rousselot, a professor at the Col- 
lege de France, Paris, after having made a careful study of 
languages and phonetics, was able to invent a sound-detect- 
ing instrument by means of which the exact location of hid- 
den batteries and submarines could be determined. 


‘*T was especially interested in phonetics,’’ explained the Abbe. 
‘*T discovered by comparing the language of mountaineers with that 
of people living in the plains that languages degenerate phonetically 
more in the valleys than in the mountains. 

‘*In trying to find the reason for this phenomenon I discovered 
that languages are transformed by the way the larynx is contracted 
and by the force with which a syllable is uttered. 

‘*T invented an instrument which would register, much as does a 
barometer, the sound waves emitted in speech, for I was much inter- 
ested in the question and I asked M. Demas, the noted singer, to 
sing before my instrument. When he opened his mouth the instru- 
ment broke in pieces. ‘Like the roar of a cannon!’ I exclaimed. 

‘* And suddenly the idea occurred to me that the cannon’s deflagra- 
tion corresponds to the contraction of the human larynx, while the 
sound waves of the projectile correspond to the sound waves of the 
spoken word. 

‘*Tf my instrument could register sound waves of the human voice 
[ calculated that one could be made to register traces of the explosive. 

‘‘T registered the sound waves at three different stages. From 
these three points, by means of a more complicated apparatus, it is 
perfectly simple to draw a circle, the center of which represents the 
sound emitting body. By the use of this instrument, at the end of 
the war, hidden batteries and even the different cannons composing 
the batteries were located within a minute’s time. 

‘* Languages, phonetics, balistics—everything hangs together.’’ 

Abbe Rousselot has perfected an instrument built on the same 
principles for the detection of submarines, 


Presentation Day at Gallaudet College-—The annual ex- 
ercises at Gallaudet College, when the students of the grad- 
uating class are publicly presented for degrees, and which 
until this year have been held early in May, will now be 
held at the close of the collegiate year in June. It was 
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thought desirable to make this change out of a number of 
considerations. As they have been conducted until now, 
the exercises and festivities attendant upon Presentation 
Day, coming so soon after the spring vacation, constituted a 
serious interruption to the continuity of college study. The 
change as decided upon will permit a more extended appli- 
cation by the seniors to the preparation of their essays for 
graduation. Moreover, the activities of Presentation Week, 
if placed at a season that coincides with the close of many 
of the schools for the deaf, will make it possible for more 
of the alumni and friends of the College to attend. The 
title ‘‘ Presentation Day,’’ however, will not be changed. 


A Deaf Heroine—A happy windfall of the convention 
activities of last summer is an entertaining series of chap- 
ters appearing in the current issues of the California News 
under the title of ‘‘A Convention Trip’’ by Mr. Francis 
H. E. O’Donnell, Vice Principal of the California School. 
Among the many interesting incidents detailed in catch- 
fire style, Mr. O’Donnell tells of an idyl of heroism that 
he learned about while on the way East through a chance 
companionship with a former officer in the Engineer Corps, 
who in turn claimed to have obtained it at first hand when 
in the service overseas. 


When the British troops recaptured the city of Lille, they found 
three wounded British and one wounded French soldier secreted in a 
cellar in the business section of the city. The men had been carefully 
nursed and food obtained for them by a young, deaf-mute French 
woman. Six weeks before the final occupation of Lille, the men had 
been left wounded, when the Allies had first attacked and penetrated 
the wholesale district of that city. They had been later driven back 
by the Germans. The Allies retreated in such haste that they had 
been compelled to abandon the four wounded soldiers. 

The young deaf woman worked as a janitress in one of the com- 
mercial buildings. She had hidden in the basement during the vio- 
lence of the attack. At night, after the fighting had stopped, she 
tried to get to her home. A few steps from the cellar, and she found 
the four wounded warriors. The light of a full moon enabled her to 
see them writhing on the ground. The deaf girl recognized them as 
friends, by their blood-soaked uniforms. At great risk to herself, she 
dragged them, one by one, to the cellar. The patriotic heroine then 
set about securing such necessaries as were possible for their comfort. 
She had continued to do this until the succor came. The soldiers had 
soon discovered that she was a deaf-mute. However, the three Brit- 
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ishers affirmed that they got along better with her fine natural signs 
than they could have done, had she been able to hear, with their 
excruciatingly imperfect knowledge of the French language. 

The young woman had gone so far as to get a patriotic French- 
man, a druggist still remaining in Lille, to visit the injured heroes, 
and to supply her, clandestinely, with bandages, drugs, and other 
comforts for her charges. The strictest watchfulness had been nec- 
essary to offset the stringent surveillance of the German patrols and 
sentries. The brave young lady fulfilled her self-imposed task at 
great personal risk. Had the Hun savages found her out, she would, 
in all probability, have quickly suffered the fate of Miss Edith Cavell. 
This, too, without receiving the world’s admiration and the martyr’s 
crown bestowed by civilization upon that English heroine. Made- 
moiselle Lucille has since received the highest military decora- 
tions of both Great Britain and France. The governments of both 
countries have awarded her a life pension. The American officer said 
that the citizens of Lille would erect later a public statue in her honor. 


The Rochester Method.—An observer at the Mt. Airy 
Convention last summer, in published comment, passed 
this summary judgment while discussing the value of finger 
spelling in a scbool for the deaf: 

It shuts the child out from speech just as effectually as do con- 
ventional signs. 

So does written language. 

The method of teaching the deaf that embraces a use of 
the manual alphabet is best illustrated in the Western New 
York Institution, commonly known as the Rochester School, 
and hence given the more widely accepted name ‘‘The 
Rochester Method.’’ Mr. Thomas C. Forrester, Superin- 
tendent of the school, presents a brief exposition of the 
aims and methods that govern this particular system of 
education. 

We desire the best speech and speech-reading possible combined 
with the highest mental ability it is in our power to develop. No 
signs are used in or about the school. The primary classes are taught 
almost entirely orally, while in the older classes the medium of instruc- 


tion is always English, in spoken, written, or spelled form. All are 
taught speech and speech-reading. 


Retirement of Dr. Addison.—Dr. W. H. Addison, Super- 
intendent of the Glasgow Institution for the Deaf, has re- 
tired from the work of teaching the deaf. Dr. Addison is 
well known to many teachers in this country. He has been 
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here on two different occasions, once in 1898 to attend the 
Columbus Conference, and again in 1907, accompanied by 
Mr. F. G. Barnes of London, on an extended visit to schools 
for the deaf. In recognition of his distinguished service 
as a teacher, the honorary degree of Doctor of Humane 
Letters was conferred upon him by Gallaudet College, 


May 6, 1908. 


Argoism.—From the West comes a refreshing breeze in 
the form of a straightforward expression of opinion by 
Superintendent W. K. Argo of the Colorado School in his 
annual report for the year 1919. The excerpt that follows 
appeared in the Colorado Index for December, 1920. 


The Colorado School is conservative on the question of methods. In 
these days of destructive criticism in all lines of educational work, 
when the human race has discovered that all that has been done in 
the past was wrong, and only that which is new is right, it seems wise 
to stand still a moment and catch one’s breath, even at the expense 
of being called a ‘‘has been’’ and a ‘‘back number.’’ 

* * * * * aa * 

In the schools for the deaf the war of methods, oral versus manual, 
is on to stay for some time to come. There is a group that seems 
to believe that the deaf cannot be really educated or truly happy 
without a knowledge of the sign language. Without it they are as 
bees without stings, as soldiers without guns, as angels without 
wings. Without it the grace and beauty and sweetness of life are 
entirely wanting, and a dull, prosaic existence is all that is left. 

On the other hand is a group, increasing rapidly in size, t’ at be- 
lieves the sign language an invention of the devil to cheat the poor 
deaf out of their rightful heritage—speech, and the ability to read it. 
To this group the eye may be so easily and successfully substituted 
for the ear that the iatter might have been dispensed with in fash- 
ioning the human body. Some of this group believe that the ability 
to mechanically manipulate the organs of speech carries with it a 
knowledge of language and reasoning powers, hence they would bend 
every energy to the proper enunciation of the spoken word. 

There is a third group working without much noise, but just as 
deadly in earnest as the other two. These do not believe the sign 
language will secure entrance into the Elysian fields for its possessor, 
nor consign him to Hades. They know that there are hundreds of 
eases of deafness where the eye can never take the place of the ear 
to the extent of reading miscellaneous speech, and where the voice 
will never be acceptable to the general public. With these the ques- 
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tion of the waste of time that could be used in securing an education 
in those branches necessary to the successful prosecution of some 
profitable business is a serious matter, and no mere superficial knowl- 
edge of the conditions will suffice. The best good of the deaf as a 
whole, and the deaf individual as a whole, is the end to be attained. 
The Colorado School hopes it may be counted a worthy member of 
this group. 


**Corkey the Silent.’’—Considerable interest was aroused 
some weeks ago over the strange case of Patrick J. Hanley, 
otherwise known as ‘‘Silent Corkey,’’ who had just been 
released from the Massachusetts State Prison at Charles- 
town after having served a term of twenty-five years, dur- 
ing the last eight of which he is alleged to have conducted 
an unbroken ‘‘talk strike.’’ Most reports had it that he 
had adopted such a course because of the treachery of a 
prison ‘‘pal’’ in baring to the wardens a plan of escape 
which ‘‘Corkey’’ had confided to him, and that, having 
lost all faith in his fellow-men, he had vowed from then on 


never to utter a single word to anyone. 

The New York Herald for December 12, 1920, however, 
gives an entirely different version of the matter. Now we 
learn that Hanley had remained mute all these years, not 
because of a ‘‘refusal’’ to talk, but because he had lost the 
powers of speech as the result of an accident while in 
prison. 


‘*Corkey’’ wrote out an explanation of how his speech was taken 
away when the written question was placed before him. This is 
what he wrote: 

‘*In November, 1912, I was out in the yard one day, where we 
exercised. It was a very windy day. We all had to pass by an old 
chimney to the chairshop used fifty or sixty years ago. It was falling 
to pieces, and as I was going under it one of the bricks struck me on 
the head. I went into my cell and told the officer. Right after that 
I lost my power to talk.’’ 

A scientific examination of the prisoner’s head made just a few 
days ago by eminent medical and X-ray experts, tends to substantiate 
the story of the falling brick. Dr. William J. Sheehan, nose and 
throat specialist at the Carney Hospital, who was one of those to 
examine ‘‘Corkey,’’ declares his vocal cords are shrunken almost 
to nothing. 
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‘*Corkey’’ is now 48 years old. His hair is suow white and he is 
slightly bent, though still retaining considerable vigor, and his health 
is fairly good. Old timers remember him as a ten-second man when 
he was in his youth, running 100-yard dashes with Piper Donovan 
and other notable track speedsters. ‘‘Corkey’’.can leg a hundred 
in moderately good time even now, but he no longer toys with the ten- 
second mark. 

X-ray photographs of ‘‘Corkey’s’’ head wound were made under 
direction of Dr. B. E. Benson. All during the examination the ex- 
convict’s fingers were itching to ‘‘talk’’ in order to learn what they 
were finding out. 

Twenty minutes later Dr. M. Sudelof, producing the wet plates, 
announced his findings as follows: 

‘‘The X-ray shows no thickening or evident abnormality of the 
bony vault of the skull. There seems to be, however, some intra- 
cranial pressure in the frontal region. The clinoid processes of the 
sella turcica (pocket of bone that protects the pituitary gland at the 
base of the brain) seems to be shrivelled. That may have been 
caused by the increased intracranial pressure. Whether due to hemor- 
rhage or tumor the X-ray of course does not show.’’ 

Though he eannot talk, his hearing is most acute. When Dr. 
Sheehan, following his throat examination, declared it ‘‘entirely im- 
probable that ‘Corkey’ would ever talk again’’ ‘‘Corkey’s’’ face 
took on a rather sad, I told-you-so expression. 


An Inquiry Into the Teaching of Trades.—Those who 
were present at the sessions of the Joint Convention of 
Teachers of the Deaf at Mt. Airy last summer will recall 
the statement by Dr. A. L. E. Crouter that the Board of 
Directors of the Pennsylvania Institution was then engaged 
in a thorough inquiry into the relative value of the various 
trades taught at that school, with the view of eliminating 
from the school programme those trades which have proved 
of least service to the pupils after they had finished their 
schooling, and adding, if necessary, such vocational sub- 
jects as promise better results. Mr. Lyman Steed, Prin- 
cipal of the Advanced Department of the Pennsylvania 
Institution, has, after a great deal of tedious labor, pre- 
pared a comprehensive report on this inquiry, which will 
be published in the March issue of the Annals. The find- 
ings of such an investigation cannot fail to interest the 
executive of every school for the deaf in the country.
